The Bucharest-Mdesti-Cloploa (XC 7440) airfield was occu- 
pied exclusively by the air squadron of the Ilinistry of the 
interloro About Vo KleXBm-35s, 2 Klemm-25s, 1 Klemm-Bo, 2 
Focke-'vVulfs of unlinovm type and 2 Fleets vjere stationed 
there » 

2 6 TJi© squadron was stationed at the field prior to December 
19480 Gasoline was stored in drums and refueling was done 
by mobile hand pumps. Large quantities of fuel were always 
available. The reserve tanks of the planes were filled be- 
fore the take-off, ( 1 ) 

3, On 15 December 1948, the squadron was transferred from the 
Dudesti-Cioplea airfield, which was 700 x oOO-meters and 
too small, to the Bucharest-Popesti-Leordenl (XC 73) air- 
field. (2) The planes were to be parked in the southern 
section of the field between the road to Oltenlta and the 
railroad line, Dot all planes were transferred at one time 
since the airport building was not completed. The pilots 
remained in Dudesti-Cioplea temporarily, (3) 

4, The following buildings were erected for the squadron ; 
two hangars, “Patent Br", with a floor area of 'PjpOO square 
meters; a guardhouse; and a stone structure 9 x 15-'meters 
housing guard room, sleeping room, ordnance room, mess and 
kitchen. U) The construction of the two-story airport ter- 
minal building started in December 1948. The squadron per- 
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sonnel vjore housed in two wooden cantonment buildings, one 
8 X 25 meters and the other 3 x meters. Two hangars xjith 
doors 12 meters wide v’^'ere available for the aircraft at the 
Budesti-Cloplea airfield. 

5 . The air squadron of the Ministry of the Interior is assigned 
to assistant Tllnister Karin Jianu vjho Issues the order for 
each flight. Only high officials of the I'inlstry of the In- 
terior are carried by the squadron, in average of two flights 
daily Is made. 

6. The following personalities were identified s 

a. Theodor lleculici, SS-yuur-old squadron leader, is mar- 
ried to a Russian. He must al\vays wear dark glasses be- 
cause of an eye disease. He is not a Toramunist and vjould 
like to emigrate but is greatly influenced by his v;lfe. 

He is trusted in the Klnistry, Is very conscientious, and 
takes great care of the personnel and planes of which he 
is in charge. He is a major and wears a military uniform. 

b. Savescu, (fnu) , 30 -ye«s^-old deputy leader of the squadron, 
holds the ranlc of captain. He Is a confirmed Communist, 
spreads Communist propaganda and frequently denounces 
comrades. He is I .65 to 1.63 cm tall, has brown, partially 
grey hair, and is Vinmarrled. 

c. Kugen Pop, 35“yGar-old squadron commissar, Is a pilot and 
was formerly a parachutist, lie is small, has dark brown 
and grey hair, and is unmarried. He has charge of the 
gasoline and oil storage, 

d. Tralan Rotaru, 28- year-old pilot, is 1.7?- oni tall, has 
fair hair, and is tuvaarrled. He is an anti-Communlst 
and would like to flee but is afraid that his mother 
might suffer reprisals. 

7. The pilots were supposed to attend a course for instrument 
flying on twin-engine planes but tried to avoid it. They 
receive a net monthly salary of 9*000 Lei. They eat their 
meals in the mess of the Ministry of the Interior, get their 
clothing free of charge and, on flights, are provided with 
food by the ministry officials on tiie flight. 

3, Aircraft assigned to the squadron included ; three Klem-39s; 
two Piescler Storchsj one obsolete Pot©z-2^ with, the inscrip- 
tion "Y.R.Baz", which formerly belonged to the Rumanian pi- 
lots Bazu Gantacuzlno (sic); one neiv high-wing monoplane of 
Soviet make, similar to the fotez, which pilots did not dare 
to fly I tv;o twin-engine Douglas planes | four planes of tm- 
knovm type, temporarily stationed in Jassyj three Klemm-353 
under repair? and one Ju -52 under repair. 

9 . Since spare parts were a critical item and very hard to get 
deadllned planes were stripped, (5) 
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time. The unit of the First Rumanian Fighter Squadron, 
equipped with Me-10?s, was stationed at the Popestl air- 
field in /'.ugust 194 j. The planes are assumed to still be 
stationed there as the squadron of the I!lnlstry of the 
Interior was permanently assigned to certain airfields »
